Hong Kong's turn is to come, 
Of that, there can be little 
doubt. Thorough — reconstruc- 
tion of the colonial system of 
government has been under- 
taken or announced as pending 
‘in n dozen British colonies, 
notably in the West Indies, 
Kenya, Ceylon and Malaya, and 
it would be surprising, to say 
the least, If the Impulse to 
out very necessary re- 
j forms in the colonial empire 
not extended to include 
Hong Kong. The problems of 
administration lin ‘the four 
colonies named differ in essen- 
tial characteristics from those 
which tease the mental energies 
of would-be constitution makers 
here, for which reason the 
schemes applied in those areas 
provide us with little more than 
academic interest. Nearest 
akin, perhaps, is Kenya. There 
it is proposed gradually to 
transfer the various depart- 
ments of xovernment, begin- 
ning with law and order, 
finance and native affairs, to 
members of the Executive 
Council, which will thus become 
an embryo Cabinet, At pre- 
sent, Kenya’s executive council 
consists. of eight membera of 
Which four are ex officio. The 
new scheme on the face of it 
would seem to entall the ap- 
pointment of additional official 
Members, they upsetting the 
balance, and creating rather 
than eliminating political diffi- 
culties. The point of interest, 
to Hohg Kong, however, is that 
the Governor proposes to take 
power to appoint departmental 
fendi from outside the Civil 
Service, which, carried to a 
logical conclusion, opens an en- 
tirely new vista. In Hong 
Kong, of course, ull departmen- 
tal heads are represented on the 
Legislative Council, and the 
principal office holders are on 
the Executive Council also. 
Seme substantial advance — to- 
wards more satisfactory govern- 
ment and democratisation 
would clearly .be possible if the 
Kenya“idea of non-government 
departmental heads was surious- 
ly examined in relation to the 
local situation. It {s doubtful, 
however, whether it offers any- 
thing like the proper answer. 
That is more likely to be fou 
In. increasing public participa- 
tion in government through the 
medium of municipalities, one 
for Hong Kon and one for 
Kowloon, and these might de- 
rive prestige and authority, as 
well as representation, through 
the development of a system of 
ward councils. The occupation 
era saw the creaton in the Co- 
lony of district bureaus which 
served some useful purposes 
even though directed mainly to 
assfating in Japanese adminis- 
tration. Many are ‘the small 
munitipal tasks which could bo 
delegated to parallel.. organisa- 
tions and enable the community 
at large to associate itself, and 
to feel that if was associating 
itself, with the largot aims of 
government. The work of these 
ward councils, or district resi- 
dents’ associations, as they 
might be, could easily be co- 
ordinated through the sanleinal 
bodies, to which. they would 
send * representatives, .. The 
feat of any plan formulated 
must be its conformity with 
the dogtrine’ of substantially 
increasing the share of all sec- 
tions.of, the community in local 
government, and what' we have, 
for .wint of a‘better term, call- 
ed ward. councils, seem: to offer 
the .. best: prospect , initially of 
satisfying this criterion,

Li Yau and Tong Hol-chun, 
were convicted by r. Leo D’A]- 
mada at the Summary Military 
Court yesterday. for unlawful 
Possession of arms and ammuni- 
tion at No. 45, Jervcis Strect. 

Mr. Hin Shing Lo appeared for 
the accused. 

On October 6, Police raided No, 
46, Jervyois Street, occupied by Li. 
He was asked whether thero was 
arms and ammunition on tho pre. 
mises and denied knowledge of it. 
Tho premises were searched and 
police found a revolver, a Mauser 
pistol, 46 rounds of ammunition 
and three’ Japancsd- swords. 

Becond accused, ‘Tong, Rayo 
himself up to the Police and stated 
that he was responsible for the 
arms and ammunition. 

In ovidence, Li said that he waa 
8 member of the Kuomintang, 
and captain of the “Peace Preser- 
vation Corps” wh{ch operated 
‘during the Japanese occupation, 
The weapons and ammunit{on were 
left in his care by Tong, who waa 
olso a member of the Kuomintan , 
to be handed over to the Britis 
Government. But he had to con- 
sult with hia superior officer be- 
fore handing them over. 

While the Colony was in the 
hands of the Japanese, Li stated, 
he was responsible for much 
sxbotage work in the Colony, 
under the orders of the Ghincse 
Government. In one occasion, he 
was thanked by leading mer- 
chants of Hong Kong, for good 
services rendered during the past 
three years. He was supposed to 
have helped Admiral Chan Chak 
and othera to escape from Hong 
Kong via Sha Yu Chung. 

‘Mr. Lo, in his submission, stated 
that in view of the fact that 
second defendant Tong frankly 
gave himself up to the Polico, he 
could fairly ask for leniency in 
this cate, -

did sterling work during the fight- 
ing earlier this year, and alnce 
her arrival in Hong Kong has car- 
ried on the traditlon of the Navy 
with distinction. 

In charge of the Queen Mary 
Hospital reconstruction waa S/Lt 
(Sp.) GC. H. Murphy, of Basing- 
stoke, In three weeks, with a 
staff of men from Artifex, he hag 
reconditioned, cleaned = and re- 
equipped the hospital for civil use, 
using only the limited supplica 
that he had at his disposal. 

ACCUMULATED FILTH 

“When we arrived.” he snid, 
“we found that men from the 
Anson had made-na start at clear- 
ing away some of "he accumulated 
filth. We took over from them. 
The Japs -hmt-evidently-onty-“kepr 
on the bottom floors for medical 
purposes, and had been using one 
or two of the upper floors as 
Officer’s Messos. The place was in 
a disgraceful condition. Most of 
the walls were black with dirt, 
there were vary few windows left 
intact, and the kitchens and lnbor- 
atories had been looted and aban- 
doned. The Operating Theatre, 
once fully equipped was n dirty 
empty shell. Added to all this, we 
found that the parquet flooring on 
the upper floors had all been 
ripped ep and the blocks strewn 
all over the place.” 

Artifex's “first aid team, hospi- 
tals for the use of” consisted of a 
Wtackamith, n Painter, two Shitp- 
wrights, two Leading Stokera who 
had had brickinying experience 
before Joining up, and a Plu 
und his mate. These men were 
assisted by »o Number One Boy 
who speaks English, some 60 
Chinese tradesmen, an occasional 
ZO coolies, and what the Number 
One Boy termed os “the lady- 
workers”, some seven women bor- 
rowed from the hospital staff. 

A TREASURE 

“Number One”, said S|Lt. Mur- 
phy, “turned out to be a treasure. 
He developed amazing driving 
power when dealing with re- 
uctant coolies, and his peculiar 
command of English has got us 
gut of many awkward spots.” 

The biggest job that had to be 
done was relaying the upper flvors. 
Some hundreds of thousands of 
wooden blocks had to be lifted, 
cleaned, planed and chiselled into 
position, relayed and tarred down.

The Japs had allowed 
them to fall Into a state of utter 
disrepair and had built lar 
primitive field-kitchens for their 
own use in ugly tin huts at the 
rear of the Hospital 

BIG TASK 

Electricity ‘is now supplied to 
the hospital, but until a fe.>, days 
ago, all material had to be carried 
by hand seven or cight floors up. 
before work could be started. In 
addition to all these other jobs, all 
the wards have been cleaned oyt, 
distempered and re-painted, and 
some thousands of windows have 
been reglazed. 

It hus been o big task and the 
men from the Artifex have cer- 
tainly made a good job of it.
